Morristown, 
was 
released 
by 
the sheriff, say s the Shelby v ille Re­ 
pu blican. 
The man had been confined three' 
day s and no action had been taken 
to prosecu te him and the officers 
here had not been notified that any 
wou ld be taken. 
Shortly after Eck was released 
sev eral members of the section g ang 
of which Porter, the wou nded man. 
was a member, came 
to this city 
from Morristown and 
went to the 
office of lVosecu tor Cheney , where 
one of the men, named Dawson, made 
known his intention of filing ag ainst 
Eck on the charg e of shooting with 
intent to commit mu rder. 
The warrant was sworn ou t and 
was g iv en to the sheriff, who thou g ht 
he wou ld.be able to find Eck at St. 
Pau l withou t any trou ble. 
Porter has been in the St. Vincent 
hospital since the shooting and word 
from his bedside is to the effect that 
he is steadily improv ing The phy sic­ 
ians think that he will recov er. 
Two loads 
from a twelv e g u ag e 
shotg u n were pou red into his body 
by Eck, who was infu riated at the 
man following him into his own home 
in an effort, he say s, to continu e a

e ne r al d ani e l 
e . s i c k l e s . 
now nearly ninety -three y ears 
old and the only su rv iv ing corps 
com m ander of either side who 
participated in the battle, was one of 
the m ost pictu resqu e figu res at the 
G etty sbu rg celebration. 
His qu arters 
w ere in a big tent on the grou nds of 
the Rogers Hou se and only a few 
Bcore y ards separated him from the 
spot w here he lost his leg half a cen­ 
tu ry ago. 
Directly in front of the Rogers Hou se 
Sickles av enu e tu rns from the Km- 
m itsbu rg road and leads off tow ard 
D ev il's den, a t the foot of Little Rou nd 
Top. 
In a little triangle at the ju nc­ 
tion stand some polished bu t antiqu at­ 
ed cannon, the effigy of a federal bat­ 
tery belonging to C arr’s brigade, which 
the Confederates took and then relin­ 
qu ished. 
C arr’s brigade was a part of 
the corps which General Sickles com­ 
manded. 
The line of the corps bent almost 
in front of the hou se in w hat is now 
know n as the Bloody Angle. 
H ere on 
Ju ly 2, 18 6 3, the men, who in 1913 met 
and fraternized on the law n, the porch 
and in the old farm hou se, fou ght like 
w ildcats. 
^ C ha pla in Joe T,witched, who accom­ 
panied the general, related again and 
again how tha t gam e old soldier lost 
his leg. 
“It was afte r the fight had been go­ 
ing on abou t half an hou r,” said Chap­ 
lain Tw itched, “that the general was 
stru ck by a shot below the knee. 
It 
cam e from so squ arely in front that it 
didn’t tou ch his horse, bu t it tore his 
leg ad to flinders. 
“I m et an aid. Captain McBlair, and 
his horse was so ex hau sted w ith the 
day ’s work tha t he laid his head right 
down on the grou nd the m om ent the 
captain stopped him. 
“ ‘The general is shot!’ he cried to me. 
“ ‘W here is he?’ I asked. 
“ ‘In the ambu lance.* 
“I w ent to the am bu lance, and there 
he lay . 
The floor of it was flowing 
w ith blood, and the sides of it were 
all splashed with blood. 
They took 
him to the corps hospital at Rock 
creek, and there his leg w as am pu tat­ 
ed by Su rgeon Sims. 
As he lay on the 
pine operating table I adm inistered 
the anaesthetic. 
He said a pretty 
good thing a t that time, I thou ght, for 
he thou ght he w as going to die. 
He 
said: 
‘“ In a w ar like this one m an’s life 
is of small accou nt.’ 
“ H e thou ght he was m aking a fine 
dy ing speech,” chu ckled the chaplain, 
“bu t he didn’t die after all. 
“As we w eren’t su re then tha t the 
C onfederates w ou ldn’t be sw arm ing 
ov er ou r qu arters the nex t day , they 
carried him on a stretcher to the near­ 
est railroad after the operation and 
shipped him to W ashington. 
And the 
day afte r he arriv ed there Mr. Lincoln 
w ent to see him. 
G eneral 
Sickles’ 
great 
infirmity 
brou ght m any a tear to the ey es of all 
who saw him. 
It w as plain that he 
w as in alm ost constant pain, bu t with 
grim determ ination he insisted on re­ 
ceiv ing his old soldiers as well as 
those of other commands. 
D u ring the 
day his tent was constantly filled with 
v isitors. 
Once a stranger, with ill tim ed solici­ 
tu de, "was heartless enou gh to ask the 
general w hether he w asn’t afraid of 
dy ing on 
the 
field w here he was 
wou nded fifty y ears ago. 
“Sir," cam e prom ptly from the little 
w ithered m an, “I know of no place on 
God’s green footstool w here a man, 
a soldier and a gentlem an had rather 
die. The leg I lost is in the grav e, and 
the foot I hav e is in a sim ilar fix .”

After Fifty Years, 


Two G. A. R. men of Pennsy lv ania 
m et on the first day a t G etty sbu rg, and 
afte r recou nting v ariou s w ar tim e ex ­ 
periences each recognized in the other 
fellow prisoner a t Andersonv ille. They 
had liv ed in Pennsy lv ania w ithin a 
few miles of each other du ring most of 
the interv ening half centu ry . 
They w ere Sergeant H. R. Anthony , 
form erly of the F ifth Pennsy lv ania 
v olu nteer infantry , and Sergeant H er­ 
man J. H am bleton, form erly of the 
Fou rth 
Pennsy lv ania 
cav alry . 
Ser­ 
geant Anthony liv es a t Collingswood, 
Pa., and Sergeant Ham bleton is from 
M orton, Pa. 
Both had been at Andersonv ille pris­ 
on and recalled the sam e ex periences 
of the killing of prisoners too near the 
dead line by the gu ards on the stock­ 
ade w alls and the m ethods of av oiding 
starv ation employ ed by the im prison­ 
ed men of the north. 
Sergeant Anthony weighed eighty -six 
pou nds when he left the prison. 
lie 
w as fiv e feet eight inches tall. W hen h? 
entered he weighed 16 ”» pou nds. 
He 
claim s to hav e been the lightest man 
ev er discharged from the prison who 
su rv iv ed the ordeal. 


A Unique Banner. 
One of the m anv u niqu e banners seen 
a t the reu nion was tha t which flew be­ 
fore the keadqu siiters of the M anassas 
picket post.

Co mpelled to Clo se Its Do o rs by Or­ 
der o f Treasury Department, Which 
Questio ns Its Securities. 


Pittsbu rg, Ju ly 8 .— Financial circles 
in this city hav e not in y ears su ffered 
su ch a shock as w as occasioned when 
the First-Second N ational bank, one of 
the larg est in the state, failed to open 
its doors for bu siness y esterday . 
The 
m erged bank has ov er $32,000,000 on 
deposit, and Is the second largest in 
this state. 
A sensation was created when a no­ 
tice appeared on the doors of the bank, 
located in the tw enty -fou r story bu ild­ 
ing at Fifth av enu e and Wood street, 
the m ain thorou ghfare of the city . The 
new s spread rapidly throu gh the city , 
and soon anx iou s crowds of depositors 
began flocking to the closed bank, bu t 
they w ere confronted by blu e-coated 
officers, who gu arded the doors. They 
w ere all tu rned away . 
Among the 
throngs which hau nted the bank all 
day w ere persons who hav e their life­ 
tim e sav ings deposited in the institu ­ 
tion. 
The effect of the closing of the bank 
was felt by the other banking institu ­ 
tions in the city . 
D epositors began to 
w ithdraw their deposits from m any 
banks. 
T here was no ru n on any of 
the banks, howev er, and the depositors 
w ere readily giv en their money . 
Shortly a fte r the bank closed the 
F irst N ational bank of M cKeesport 
and the bank at A m herst, O., closed 
their doors. 
The F irst N ational bank 
of M cK eesport is controlled by the 
K u hn interests, which are prom inently 
Identified with the First-Second Na­ 
tional bank. 
W. S. Ku hn, the presi­ 
dent of the closed institu tion, is at the 
bedside of his wife a t P ride’s Crossing, 
Mass., w here his wife Su nday gav e 
birth to a baby boy . 
The defu nct in­ 
stitu tion is in the hands of the gov ­ 
ernm ent au thorities. 
The closing of the bank is attribu ted 
to the action of the gov ernm ent bank­ 
ing au thorities failing to agree with 
the bank officials as to the v alu e of 
the holdings and secu rities of the 
bank. 
This is the ex planation giv en 
by one of the directors, who declares 
the hank is solv ent and that the de­ 
positors will be paid in fu ll. 
A receiv ership was asked for the 
J. S. and W. S. K u hn company , which 
has been one of the m ost influ ential 
factors in local banking circles for 
y ears in this city . 
J. K. Du ff, the 
trea su rer of the company , was nam ed 
the re eiv er in the U nited S tates cou rt 
by Ju dge Orr. An application also was 
filed for a receiv ership for the W ater 
W orks 
and 
G u arantee com pany of 
New Jersey , which is controlled by 
the Ku hn interests. J. S. Ku hn, W. S. 
Ku hn and J. H. Pu rdy , officials of the 
company , w ere named the receiv ers 
by the cou rt. The Ku hn interests con­ 
trol m any traction lines throu ghou t 
the w estern Pennsy lv ania district, and 
a t the present tim e is bu ilding im ­ 
m ense dam s along the C heat riv er in* 
V irginia with which to fu rnish power 
for all the traction com panies con­ 
trolled by them . 
An hou r after the news of the clos­ 
ing of the First-Second N ational bank 
in this city reached M cKeesport, near 
here, the officials of the F irst National 
bank there, the largest banking insti­ 
tu tion at that place, closed its doors. 
H u ndreds 
of 
persons 
congregated 
abou t the doors of the place, bu t there 
was no disorder. 
Many 
depositors 
began 
draw ing 
their fu nds frora the P ittsbu rg Bank 
for Sav ings, in which the Ku hn inter­ 
ests are also param ou nt. W. J. Jones, 
trea su rer of the bank, said: 
“W e hav e 
$5 ,000,000 in cold cash. 
Besides we 
hav e $5 ,000,000 qu ick assets which we 
can conv ert into cash at any em er­ 
gency . 
W e hav e no dou bt at all as to 
the ou tcom e and can m eet any em er­ 
gency .” 
The P ittsbu rg C learing Hou se asso­ 
ciation has issu ed 
a 
statem ent in 
which it wras stated: 
“The closing of 
the First-Second N ational bank by the 
depu ty com ptroller of the cu rrency 
was not entirely u nex pected by this 
association, and it was therefore pre­ 
pared for the crisis. 
The m em bers of 
the clearing hou se are all in good 
condition, and we believ e tha t the 
banks and tru st com panies In the city 
of P ittsbu rg as a whole are prepared 
for any em ergency .” 
All of the hank­ 
ers who attended the m eeting of the 
association w ere decidedly optim istic, 
and the situ ation was declared to be 
mu ch better than m any ex pected it 
wou ld he. 


G eneral B a nk in g C o nd itio ns Sound. 
W ashington, Ju ly 8 .—Secretary of 
the T reasu ry McAdoo has issu ed a 
statem ent on the closing of the First- 
Second N ational bank of Pittsbu rg, in 
which he say s: 
“The recent reports 
of the national banks to the com ptrol­ 
ler of the cu rrency show a sou nd and 
strong condition throu ghou t the cou n­ 
try . The failu re of the P ittsbu rg bank 
is sim ply a sporadic case of u nsou nd 
banking, and has no other signifi­ 
cance.”

They declared further they had evi­ 
dence that at least eight p ersons were 
being sup p lied regularly here with the 
deadly drugs in violation of the law.

Tragic Fate of Three Members 


of German Expedition. 


OTHERS IN PARTY MISSING. 


It Is Co sting Uncle Sam Cash as Well 
as Citizens. 


While committees of both houses of 
congress are p rep aring to p ress immi­ 
gration reforms at the next session, 
Sp eaker Clark is giving attention to 
the other side of the question. 
Emi­ 
gration, the sp eaker salll in a state­ 
ment recently, is costing the United 
States millions of dollars a year in ac­ 
tual money, aside from the loss involv­ 
ed in giving up a real American to be 
rep laced by a foreign immigrant. 
“It is high time,” said Mr. Clark, 
“that more attention be p aid to the in­ 
fluence of emigration up on our future. 
These Americans who are leaving us 
understand our institutions, our ways 
and our asp irations, while most of the 
immigrants into this country have to 
be taught these things. 
“In one week not long ago 1,845 
American farmers, with $388,500 in 
cash and $145,000 in p ersonal p rop er­ 
ty, crossed into western Canada to set­ 
tle i>emianently in Britiffii North Amer­ 
ica. 
That’s an average of $288 p er 
j 
cap ita, and that week was below the j 
weekly average into that region alone, 
j 
How many go to other countries I do 
not know. 
“These emigrants are among our 
best citizens. 
I am p ersonally ac­ 
quainted with 200 or 300 of them. 
There is not a bad or shiftless man 
in the lot. They are seeking to better 
their condition. 
They almost invari­ 
ably take their families with them. 
The p rincip al reason they exp atriate 
th^nselves is the lure of cheap er lands 
aip less stringent kind laws as to 
homesteading, etc. 
“Congress should make our home­ 
stead conditions as easy as p ossible 
comp atible with safety and should in­ 
crease the area for home building by 
judicious encouragement of both irri­ 
gation and drainage.

Leader, and Missing Co mpanio ns A l­ 
mo st Certainly Dead—Others Aban­ 
do ned Their Ship and Died o r En­ 
dured Great Hardships. 


A harrowing account of the suffer­ 
ings of the unfortunate German arctic 
exp edition commanded by Lieutenant 
Schroeder-Stranz on the ship Herzog 
Ernest is given in recent disp atches 
from Tromsoe. Norway. 
The survivors say their ship was 
frozen up in Truerenberg bay, Sp itz- 
bergeu, in August, 19 12. and the whole 
p arty quitted her on Sep t. 23. 
It is 
said that from the outset friction was 
rife in the exp edition and still con­ 
tinues among the survivors. 
Dr. Detimers and Dr. Mossels sep ­ 
arated from the p arty, were never seen 
again and are dead undoubtedly. 
Cap tain Ritscher, leading the other 
p arty with Dr. Ruediger and Rave, 
Eberhaldt, Stenersen, Botvold and one 
dog, made for Advent bay. 
Ruediger, 
who was suffering from frostbite, was 
left with Rave, the others seeking 
medical aid. 
For seven weeks Ruedi­ 
ger and Rave waited; their food sup ­ 
p ly dwindled until they had only one 
meal daily of mildewed oats and salt 
meat. 
Their last shirt was used in making 
bandages. 
At last they abandoned 
hop e of relief and were forced to make 
a last effort to reach the ship . Ruedi- 
ger’s foot was frozen and crumbling; 
his fingers were frostbitten and caused 
him agony. 
Eat Ro tten Flo ur. 
For food Rave made a cake of scrap ­ 
ings from barrels of rotten flour and 
decayed meat. 
Their oniy p rotection 
from the intense cold was their sleep ­ 
ing bag. They traveler! four hours at 
a time, the* rested. 
Gradually their 
food was consumed, they were in dark­ 
ness, starving and crip p led, but their 
only chance was to march, to try to 
reach Polehjin. 
In the final dash Rave dragged 
Ruediger along. 
They succeeded in 
gaining the vessel ia December. 
Rave 
amp utated the forep art of Ruediger’s 
left foot and the first joint of l>oth of 
his forefingers. 
In the meanwhile Ritscher, leaving 
his p arty weather bound, struggled on 
with the dogs. In biting weather, liv­ 
ing in the op en, with no shelter, their 
ration was a handful of barley daily 
for a week, after which they had no 
food. 
Mistaken Fo r Po lar Bears. 
Exhausted and starving, Ritscher 
and his dog leap ed up on a sheet of 
floating ice. 
Ritscher fell through 
twice and had his right hand and both 
feet frozen. 
In tfiis condition, delir­ 
ious, famished, he crossed new ice and 
reached the Arctic Coal comp any’s 
house at Advent Bay. 
The comp any 
officials say they saw two objects, 
which they took for p olar bears, ap ­ 
p roaching. 
They were Ritscher and the dog, 
white with frost and snow. 
The last 
stages of Ritscher’s journey were ac­ 
comp lished on his hands and knees. 
On Dec. 19 Stenersen, Iiotvold and 
Eberhardt, who had started back for 
the ship , leaving Ruediger and Rave, 
found 
marching

weather was fearfuL 
Eberhardt com­

The following very interesting tiate- 
ments, some of which are considered 
striking by the leading lig hts of French 
medical science, were made recently In 
Paris by Dr. Alex is Carrel of tbe-- 
Rockefeller Institute For Medical Re­ 
search, New York, at his first official 
lecture at the Paul BeaujonThospital. 
Dr. Carrel announced that he was 
now able to operate in the chest cav­ 
ity with as much ease and safety as 
in the abdomen. “It is now a simple 
c ut” he said, “and we open the thorax 
and operate upon the lung s, heart and 
aorta as we treat the kidney s and the 
intestines. 
We now know also just 
how much the brair* the spinal cord 
and the heart can stand as reg ards- 
the temporary anaesthetics required 
by operations. 
“The heart suffers very little from 
interrupted circulation as long as care- 
is taken that it has enoug h ox y g en» 
and it may be stopped for five 
or even, 
ten minutes without dang er, while in 
the spinal marrow the circulation may 
be stopped as long as twenty minutes. 
“For the brain, however, four min­ 
utes is the limit of safety , and after 
five it is very difficult to restore nor­ 
mal conditions.” 
A hug e field of work remained, he 
said in conclusion, to be done as re­ 
g ards operations upon the human 
heart, and the study of these was of 
the g reatest possible importance. This 
was especially true of surg ery for 
aneurisms and the shrinking of the 
aorta or pulmonary arteries. 
The lecture was received with g reat 
enthusiasm.

Roy C. Andrews, a noted whale 
hunter, who has captured many speci­ 
mens for the whale hall of the Amer 
lean Museum of Natural History iu 
New York city , has beeu making for 
sev eral months plans for a cruiste in 
the arctic reg ions iu q uest of tbe rare 
bowhead whale, which if secured y v ill 
complete the museum’s v aluable col­ 
lection and thereby make it one of the 
g reatest in the world. 
Andrews, 
whose 
achiev ements 
In 
hunting whales in the orient are re 
called by hunters of larg e g ame, has 
been inv ited to join the hunting ex ­ 
pedition org anized by John C. Borden 
of Chicag o, who plans to sail from San 
Francisco in the schooner y acht Ad­ 
v enturess. which is now en route for 
the Pacific coast by way of Cape Horn. 
The Adv enturess is well eq uipped for 
a v oy ag e to arctic seas. 
She was built 
In Boothbay Harbor. Me., with aux il­ 
iary power 'and carries bomb g uns 
for killing whales. 
The cabins are fit­ 
ted in hi a hog any . 
The boat is eq uip­ 
ped with electricity and has a cold stor­ 
ag e plant. 


W ha le Hunting Fine Sport. 
Althoug h Whale hunting affords spprt 
for Mr. Borden, he also understands 
the scientific v alue of such an ex pedi­ 
tion. and for that reason he asked Roy 
Andrews to join him on his v oy ag e 
with a v iew to seeming a fine specimen 
of the bowhead monster for the mu­ 
seum. 
The bq wbead whale is the last 
of a larg e series desired by the muse­ 
um. and, according to Mr. Andrews, it 
is g reatly wished to g et a specimen 
now. 
A bowhead is not easy to secure. 
Besides making especial efforts to g et 
a bowhead whale, the party will spend 
considerable time in pursuit of brown 
and polar bears, w alrus and caribou in 
the haunts of big g ame in the far north. 
“For more than 1,000 y ears the bow­ 
head whale has been bunted,” say s Roy 
Andrews, “but thus far no naturalist 
has succeeded in g etting a complete, 
skeleton of one.” 
So the ex plorer is 
anticipating with keenest interest his 
journey into the arctic in q uest of the 
cov eted bowhead. 
The whale, if secured, will be towed 
to the nearest barbor. on the shore of 
which the skeleton will be prepared. 
It will be forwarded to Seattle by 
coasting schooner and then shipped to 
New York. 


Ex pe dition Fully Equippe d. 
The 
Adv enturess 
carries 
a 
fully 
eq uipped New Bedford whaleboat and 
is under command of Captain .Sparks, 
an ex perienced whaler of Prov inee- 
towii, Mass. 
There are now no bowhead skeletons 
in this country , and but little is^known 
concerning their anatomy . 
The mem­ 
bers of the museum staff are. therefore 
ex tremely appreciativ e of Mr.4 Borden’s 
offer to co-operate m the ex pedition. 
Tbe Borden ex pedition will leav e San 
Francisco about July 1. 
It.w ili car­ 
ry a wireless teleg raph outfit, which 
will be effectiv e for"about 500 miles. 
If it g ets a bowhead a life size repro­ 
duction will be a conspicuous feature 
of the proposed new- whale hall of-the 
museum.

o ccu pants o f the au to hu rled insu lts 
at the chief, and then drew rev o lv ers 
and beg an firing . 
Twenty sho ts o r 
mo re were fired. The chief attempted 
to u se his bo dy as a shield fo r his 
children and receiv ed a bu llet in the 
sto mach which pierced the intestines 
in fo u r places. 
Ano ther bu llet stru ck 
the chief in the face. 
After the sho o ting the chief made a 
declaratio n in which he said Go v erno r 
Asberta and Senato r Mo rales had sho t 
him. 
The chiefs pisto l had no t been 
discharg ed o r ev en u nsheathed. 
Chief Riv a was o ne o f the best and 
mo st ho no rable o fficers o f the army , 
and made the g rafters and g amblers 
hate him by his co nscientio u s enfo rce­ 
m ent o f the laws. 
Go v erno r Asberta 
is the head o f the wing o f the Liberal 
party which fo rmed a “patrio tic co n­ 
ju nctio n” with the Co nserv ativ es and 
elected General Meno cal to the ptesi- 
dency .

Su bjected Dav id Lam ar's Friend, Ed­ 
ward Lau terbach, a New Yo rk Law­ 
y er, to Merciless Cro ss-Ex aminatio n. 


Washing to n, July 8.—The senate 
lo bby co mmittee subjected Edward 
Lauterbach, the New Yo rk lawy er, 
to 
a 
merciless 
cro ss-ex aminatio n. 
Thro ug h a mo rning and afterno o n ses­ 
sio n and ag ain in the ev ening until 
almo st midnig ht last nig ht, Dav id La­ 
mar’s friend was pressed by the co m­ 
mittees and when the day ’s wo rk was 
o v er Mr. Lauterbach had made a v ery 
unfav o rable impressio n. 
Under the rapid fire o f questio ns 
Mr. Lau terbach fo rg o t frequently , co n­ 
tradicted 
himself, and v isibly squirm­ 
ed u nder the o rdeal to which he was 
su bjected. 
He was co mpelled to ad­ 
mit that he had “ ex ag g erated” when 
he to ld Lewis Cass Ledy ard, J. P. Mo r­ 
g an's lawy er, that he, Lauterbach, had 
inv estig ated the sentiments o f the 
Demo crats in Washing to n and knew 
they were o ppo sed to any real inv es­ 
tig atio n o f the steel tru st. 
“When o ne ex ag g erates 
a tru th, he 
u tters a falseho o d, do esn’t he?” ask ed 
Senato r Reed. 
“Well, I’ll accept y o u r interpreta­ 
tio n o f the wo rd,” was Lau terbach’s 
final admissio n. 
That the co mmittee is co nsidering 
the po ssibility o f criminal actio n in­ 
v o lv ing Lau terbach and Lamar, was 
Indicated when the inv estig ato rs went
